Growing Apathy. 


REFORMER OWEN SCOLDS THEM 


And Says That They Ara Not Keep- 
ing Up the Interest In Their 
Meetings--Several Ladies 
Read Papers. 


Nationalist Club No. 1 held fits 
usual Sunday afternoon meeting yes- 
totday at Temperance Temple, there 
being quite a good sized audience in at- 
tendance. Several papers were read 
by ladies upon the Nationalist cause, 
its aims and purposes, and they were 
received with hearty approval by those 
interested in the cause. The papers 
were directed more particularly to the 
part women play in the world at pres- 
ent and that which will fall to them in 
the Nationalistic millertium.

An Evil in Los Angele 
Needs Attention. 


HOW HIGHWAYS ARE BEFOULED 
— 
And Left 80 Through the Paul 
t of a 
Slack City Government—How 
New York and Paris. 
Keep Clean, - 


“The streets of the city of Los An- 
geles are flithler than those of any 
other city of the United States, ox- 
cepting, of course, Pittsburgh and 
Omaha,” said a tourist toa TIMEs re- 
porter, yesterday, aud 1 have visited 
every city of any size, and have closely 
observed the condition of their streets. 

‘In this city you have daily about 
five hundred horses doing service on 
horse car lines, express wagons, hacks, 
private teams, etc. Your principal 
streets are cleaned only once a day—at 
night; the others do not look as though 
they were cleaned once a month. Now, 
these horses so engaged traverse the 
principal thoroughfares, the express 
wagons are stationed on the most prom- 
inent Corners, the cabs and carriages 
stand infront of the hotels, and the 
private teams stand in front of the 


gtincipal stores on Main and Spring 


streets—and stand there not only b 
the hour, but all day. Pools of slime 
and filth form against the pavement, 
stagnant from day to 
odor nauseatin ° 
who are to pedestri 
red with the slime by the pawing of 
the horses, metaphorically kicking?’ 
against the filthy positions in which 
they are placed. Dudes standin 
or street corners spit out streams o 
tevacco juice copious enough, it would 
seem, to kill all of the scalebugs on 
au infested orange tree, and hackmen 
and mashers in front of the hotels 


sickening to the eye. noon the 
streets are as filthy as if they had not 
been cleaned the previous night, and 
the odor that ascends to your genial 
climate is about on a par with that 
from the Chicago River when well 
stirred up by a mud-scow. If you 
bave ever visited that windy city you 
will appreciate the force of this com- 
parison.”’ 
And again,” said the sensitive 
tourist, I notice the streets are full of 
shreds of newspapers, quack medicine 
circulars, mock-auction doagers, bits 
of letters, envelopes, and any and 
everything of that nature. A man 
roads a newspaper, hoe throws it in the 
streets; he reads a letter, tears it into 
shreds, especially if he does not like 
its contents, and throws it into the 
street. The circular distributor forces 
one of his eatching devices into the 


bundle of his dodgers into the yards of 
residences, and on the stairways of 
offices and lodgiug-houses, and these 
unread dodgers are swept into the 
streets, and euch gust of wind whirls 
this refuse up and down the streets, 
throughoyt the an advertise- 
of cleanness. 
In Paris, it a man throws a piece of 
paper, lecter or newspaper into the 
streets, a police officer notities him to 
Pick it up. If be refuses, he is taken

In New York city the owners of 
horse-car lines have men employed 
especially to keep that portion of the 
street traversed by tlie track cleared 
of all filth at alk hours, and there are 
also men employed around the numer- 
ous hack stands and in front of the 
hotels, keeping those places cleaned, 
throughout the entire day. There is 
no reason why that should not be-done

ing-houses, the lazy servant girl

A SHORTENED DAY. 


The Typographical Union Adopts 
Six Hours. 

The Typographical Union of this 
city, at its session yesterday, decided 
to shorten the day of a newspaper 
compositor to six hours—a reduction 
of one hour from the previous rule.

The quality of immigration is said 
to be deteriorating, Italians and 


Hungarians largely taking the 
places of Germans and . Swedes. 
It is evidently. high time for 


some restriction to be placed upon 
immigration to this country.. The pop- 
ulation of the United States is now so 
great that, within a few decades, 
the natural inerease will suffice 
to settle all our vacant fertile lands. 
Unskilled labor is already a drug in all 
the great centers. We can, theréfore, 
afford to exercise a little judicious dis- 
‘crimination, and we shoulddo so. Of 
the better class of European immi- 
grants—sturdy, industrious people, of 
good moral character, who are pre- 
pared to make homes for themselves 
and become Americans—we cannot 
well have a surplus, but the doors 
should be closed at once upon these 
low-class arrivals from the south and 
southeast of Europe, who are but little 
above the animals in their instincts, 
and less cleanly than the Chinese in 
their personal habits. Free immigra- 
tion of this character is a greater dun- 
ger tothe Republic than free trade, 
for, while the latter may reduce the 
wages of our people, the former not 
only does that, but corrupts th® morals 
and vitiates the blood of the - Nation 
besides. — 


PUBLIC MARKET-HOUSES. 


Referring to the public market re- 
cently opened in San Diego—an enter- 
prise which THe Tryes has frequently 
advocated for Los Angeles—the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower says:

A NEW ARMY REFORM. 


Secretary Proctor has proposed 
another army reform. He has decided 
to introduce what is known in the 
German army asthe catalogue plan. 
A Washington dispatch to the Boston 
Journal, announcing this new de- 
parture, says: 

‘rhe catalogue is a list of the names of 
officers of the army, which contains, in ad- 
dition to their rank and regular arm 
records, a statement of their special qualifi- 
cations and adaptability to special service. 
It is possible that the catalogue may also 
contain a statement as to the general habits, 
with respect to temperance, of the officers. 
The theory of the German army, as it is the 
theory of American civil life, is that when an 
officer has graduated from the ag school 
his training for his profession has but just 
begun. The theory of the young 
Pointers too often that when they have 
passed through that institution they have 
reached the summit of human achievement, 
and that the people of the United States 
and the Congress of the United States exist 
chiefly to provide means for these young 
martinets to show that they belong to an 
aristocratic class, This is an exaggerated 
statement of the greatest weakness of our 
military system today. That such a weak- 
ness exists is admitted by experienced offi- 
cers, whose opinions are worth quoting. It 
is too often the fact that when the West 
Point and the Annapolis cadets receive 
their commissions their studies end.

the mere routine of military discipline. 
The catalogue systém offers to ambitious 
young officers the opportunity which they 
do not now have of pursuing post graduate 
studies, and of having their advancement 
to important stations depend upon their 
merits and not upon political or social in- 
fluence, Under thi§ new system, if a 
lieutenant shall choose to devote a small 
part of the hours which are given to the

. WHAT AGNOSTICS SHOULD READ 


Tress of Paradise and Calvary— 

Scientific Researches Strength- 
ening and Illustrating 

Divine Truth. 


Brooxuyn (N. V.), April 27.—The 
attraction of the parks in their new 
spring-time garb, which affects many 
congregations at this season, does not 
diminish the crowd which pours into 
the Academy of Music to hear the elo- 
quent preacher. This morning the 
edifice was thronged, as usual, as soon 
as the doors were opened. After the 
reading of an appropriate passage of 
scripture and the singing of the hymn, 
“Glory to God on High,“ Dr. Talmage 
announeed as his text Isaiah ix., 13: 
“The glory of Lebanon shall come 
unto thee; the fir tree, the pine tree 
and the bx together, to beautify the 
see of my sauctuary.“ Following is 
is sermon in full: :

On our way from Damascus we saw 


the mountains of Lebanon, white 
with snow, and the places from which 
the cedars were hewn, and then drawn 
by ox-teams down to the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, and then floated in great 
rafts to Joppa, and then again drawn 
by ox-teams up to Jerusalem to build 
Solomon’stemple. Those mighty trees 


in my text are called the glory of 


Lebanon.” Inanimate nature felt the 
effects of the first transgression. When 
Eve touthed the forbidden tree, it 
seems as if the sinful contact had smit- 
ten not oniy that tree, but as if the 
air caught the ilution from the 
leaves, und as if the sap had carried 
the virus down into the very soil until 
the entire earth reeked with the lep- 
rosy. Under that sintul touch Nature 
withered. The inanimate creation, as 
if aware of the damage done it, sent 
up the thorn and brier and nettle to 
wound and fiercely oppose the human 
race. Now, a3 the physical earth felt 
the effects of the first trausgression, so 
it shall also feel the effect of the Sav- 
jor's mission. As from that one tree 
in paradise a blight went forth through 
the entire earth, so from one tree on 
Calvary another force sball speed 
out to interpenetrate and check, sub- 
due and override the evil. In the end 
it shall be found that the tree of Cal- 
vary has more potency than the tree of 
Paradise. As the nations are evangel- 
ized, lthink a corresponding change 
will be effected in the natural world. 
I verily believe that the trees,and the 
birds, and the rivers, and the skies will 
have their millenium. If man’s sin 
affected the ground, and the vegeta- 
tion, and the atmosphere; shall Christ's 
work be less powerful or less exten- 
sive? 
REDEMPTION OF THE SOIL. 
Doubtless God will take the irregu- 
larity and flerceness from the elements 
so as to make them congenial to the 
race, which will then be symmetrical 
and evangelized. The ground shall 
not be so lavish of weeds and so 
udgeful of grain. Soils which now 
ave peculiar prociivities toward cer- 
tain forms of evil production will be 
delivered from their besetting sins. 
Steep mountains, plowed down into 
ore gradual ascent, shall be girdled 


“with flocks of sheep and shocks of 


corn, The wet marsh shall become 
the deep-grassed meadow. Oattle 
shalleat unharmed by caverns once 
haunted of wild beasts. Children will 
build playhouses in what was once a 
cave of serpents; and, asthe scripture 
saith, The weaned child shall put his 
hand on the cockatrice’s den.” 

Oh, what harvests shall be reaped 
when neither drouth, nor excessive 
rain, nor mildew, nor infesting in- 
sects shall arrest the growth, and the 
utmost capacity of the fields for pro- 
duction shall be tested by an intelli-

Ward eto the future condition of the 


Ar earth as a condition of great 
auty and excellence, and then proph- 
esles that, as the strongest — most 
ornamental timber in Lebanon was 
brought down to Jerusalem and con- 
structed into the ancient temple, so all 
that is beautiful and excellent in the 
physical earth shall yet contribute t 
the church now being built in thé 
world. The glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee; the fir tree, the pine 
tree, and the box together, to beautify 
the place of my sanctuary.” 
NATURE AND THE CHURCH. 
Much of this prophecy has already 
been fulfilled, and I proceed to some 
practical remarks upon the contribu- 
tions which the natural world is mak- 
ing toward the kingdoffef God, and 
then draw some inferences. The first 
contribution that Nature gives to the 
church is her testimony in behalf of 
the truth of Christianity. This is an 
age of profound research. Nature 
cannot evade men’s inquiries at once. 
In chemist’s laboratory she is put to 
torture and compelled to give up her 
mysteries. Hidden laws have come 
out of their hiding place. 
and the heavens, since they have been 
ransacked by the geologist and botanist 
and astronomer, appear so different 
from what they once were that they 
may be called 
the new earth,”’ 

This research and discovery will 
have powerful effect upon the foliations 
world. They must either advance or 
arrest Christianity, make them better 
or make them worse, be the church's 
honor or the church's overthrow. 
Christians, aware of this in the early 
‘ages of discovery, were nervous and 
fearful as to the progress of science. 
They feared that some natural law. 
before unknown, would suddenly 
spring into harsh collision with Chrié- 
tianity. Gunpowder and a gleam of 
swords would not so have been 
feared by reiigionists as electric bat- 

teries, voltaic. piles and astronomical 
apparatus. It was feared that Moses 
and the propht a would be run over by 
skeptica’ suemists and philosaphers, 
Some of the followers of Aristotle, 


after the invention of the tele 
scope, refused to look through 
that instrument, lest what they 


saw would overthrow the teachings of 
that great philosopher. But the 


Christian religion has no such appre- 


hension now. Bringon your telescopes 


and microscopes and spectroscopes— 


and the more the better.

TUE VERDICT OF SCIENCE. | 

Scientific discussions may be divided 
into those which are conciuded, and 
those which are still in progress, de- 
pending for decision upon future in- 
vestigation. Those which are con- 
cluded have invariably rendered their, 
verdict for Christianity, aud we have 
faith to believe that those which are 
still in prosecution will come to as 
favorable a conclusion. The. grea 
ene of error are falling before 

ese discoveries, which dave only 
demonstrated the truth ef the Bible, 
and se enforced Christianity. Mo 
hammedanism aud paganism in their 
10,000 forms have been proved false, 
and by great natural laws showm to be 
impositions. Buried cities have been 
exhumed, and the truth of God found 
written on their coffin lids. Bartlett, 
Robinson and Layard have been not 
more the apostles of science than the 
apostles of religion. The dumb lips of 
the pyramids have opened. to preach 
the fosve. Expeditions have been 
fitted out for Palestine, and explorers 
have come back to say that they have 
found among mountains, and among 
ruins, and on the shore of waters, liv- 
ing and undying evidences of our 
glorious Christianity. 

Men who have gone to Palestine in- 
fidels have come back Christians. 
They who were blind and deaf to the 
truth at home have seemed to see 
Christ again preaching upon Olivet, 
and have beheld iu vivid imagination 
the Son of God again walking the bills 
about Jerusalem. Cavigila once re- 
jected the truth, but afterward said: 
“I came to Egypt, and the scriptures 
and the pyramids converted me.“ 
When I wasin Beyrout, Syria, last 
December, our beloved American mis- 
sionary, Rev. Dr. Jessup, told me of 
his friend who met a skeptic at Joppa, 
the seaport of Jerusalem, and the un- 
believer said to his friend: “I am 
going into the holy land to show up 
the folly of the Christian religion. I 


am going to visit all the so-called 


‘sacred places,’ and write them up, 
and show the world that the New 
Testament is an imposition upon the 
world’s credulity.”” Months after, Dr. 
Jessup’s friend met the skeptic at 
Beyrout, after he had completed his 
journey through the holy land. 
Well, how is it?“ said the aforesaid 
gentleman to the skeptic. The answer 
was: I have seen it all, and I tell 
you the Bible is true! Yes, it is all 
true!” The man who went to destroy 
came back to defend. 
THE HEAVENLY RECORD. 

After what I myselfsaw during my 
recent absence, I conclude that any 
one who can go through the Holy 
Land and remain an unbeliever is 
either a bad man or animbecile. God 
employed men to write the Bible, but 
He took many of the same truths which 


they recorded, and with His own al- 


mignty band Ho gouged them into the 
ro;ks, and drove them down into dis- 
mal depths, and, as documents are put 


in the corney-stone of a temple in} 


the very foundation of tue e 
ded up and placed. the records of 
eavenly truth. The earth’s.corner- 
stone was laid, like that of other 
sacred edifices, in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. The author of revelation, 
standing among the great strata, 
looked upon Moses, and said: Let us 
record for the future ages the world’s 
history; you write it there on papyrus; 
I will write it here on the boulders.”’ 
Again, Nature offers an invaluable 
contribution to Christianity by the 
illustration she makes of divine truth. 
The inspired writers seized upon the 
advantages offered by the natural 
world. Trees and rivers and clouds 
end rocks broke forth into holy “and 
enthusiastic utterances. Would Christ 
set forth the strength of faith, He 
points to the sycamore, whose roots 
or out, and strike down, and 
clinch themselves amid great depths of 
earth, and He said that faith was 


strong enough to tear that up by the 


roots. 

At Hawarden, England, Mr. Glad- 
stone, while showing me his trees dur- 
ing a prolonged walk through his mag- 
nificent park, pointed out a sycamore, 
and, with a wave of the hand, said: 
“In your visit to the holy land did 
you see ahy sycamore more impressive 
than that?” I confessed that I had 
not, Its branches were not more re- 
markable than its roots. It was to 
such a tree as that Jesus pointed when 
He would illustrate the power of faith. 
e might say unto this sycamore tree, 
Be thou plucked up by the root and be 
thou cast into the sea, and it would 
obey you.“ One reason why Christ 
has fascinated the world as no other 
teacher is because, instead of using se- 
vere argument, He was always . 
how something in the spiritual worl 
was like unto sométhing in the natural 
world. Oh, these wonderful likes“ 
of our Lord! Like a grain of mustard 
seed. Like a treasure. hid ina field. 
Like a merchant seeking 
Like unto a nes that was cast into the 
sea. Like unto a householder. 

DIVINE WATCHFULNESS.

In order to appreciate the splendor 
and sublimity that clothes the great 
works of Nature every lover of truth 
should visit and by actual experience | 
come in contact with the great moun- 
tainous systems of this country, or at 
least should inspect those grandest 
designs of Nature which are neigh- 
borly to our particular section or 
territory, such, for instance, as 
the relationship existing between 
the ever-beautiful Sierra Madre 
Mountains and the country of South- 
ern California. No foreigner or resl- 
dent in the land should fail, under the 
most favorable circumstances pre- 
sented under a Southern California 
sky, to pay the owing tribute of re- 
spect due the lofty grandeur of 
Nature’s most wondrous works, the 
endless chain of mountains that par- 
allel the Pacific Coast, for to the pro- 
tection of the mountains the surround- 
ing country undoubtedly owes, to a 
large extent, its marvelous climate, its 
captivating beauty and its unexcelled 
fertility. 

The glistening snows that cover old 
Baldy, which stands gloriously out in 
relief as one of the very highest peaks 
in allofthe Rocky Mountain system, 
can always be seen from almost any 
standpoint in Southern California, but 
it has a brother mountain, no less 
grand and imposing, which is almost 
always visible and is extremely ac- 
cessible to the people of Los Angeles 
county. With each succeéding year 
both the cities of Los Angeles’ and 
Pasadena send numbers of visitors to 
scale the wild and glorious heights 
of Wilson Peak. From its summit, at 
an altitude of 5867 feet, the visitor 
looks with bewildered eyes at the San 
Bernardino Mountains, San Jacinto, 
Julien and—Old Baldy, too, though 
some eighty odd miles distant. Then 
there is the most beautiful of moun- 
tainous scenery on every side, all of 
which beggars description. And 
through a clear and rare- 
fied atmosphere, even the San Gabriel 
Valley, a garden of beauteous perfec- 
tion, is visible from the summit of 
Wilson’s Peak. ‘There is also the 
boasted observatory on tho tip-top of 
this huge work of Nature, under the 
supervision.of Harvard College, and 
under the immediate management of 
Robert Black, through the great tele- 


scope of which one can have a peep at 
Mars or Saturn. 


A distinctive feature of a frip up 


Mt. Wilson, aside from the one great 
motive of communing with the beau- 
ties of Nature, of feasting the eye 
with endless tid-bits of exquisite 
scenery and of inhaling the soft and 

urified atmosphere of loftier spheres, 

s the trip itself, with the seven-mile 

trail on the back of the go-as-you- 
please, careless, long-eared burro, the 
sto at the half-way house 
and the final ascension. The foot of 
the trail is easily and quickiy reached 
by train to Santa Anita and a short 
ride to the base of the mountain, which 
is just 958 feet above the level of the 
seu. About a half mile from the sum- 
mit is the Steil camp, consisting of 
eight or teu tents, and here the trav- 
eler always finds shelter and nourish- 
ing mountain food in abundance. 

After this point in the journey hus 
been reached, including a half hour in 
the observatory with the courteous 
Mr. Black of Harvard University, the 
rest must all be found in the ap- 
preciative powers of the visitor.
